tsrief Description of Arguments to Be Presented 

At [0299] Carrol! Jr. describes actions to tie a Ui to an application's logic, which the Examiner 
characterizes as a data component. Applicant disagrees and considers such to be mere akin to workflow. 

At [0300] use of a grammar file 1 08 and a property file are described. The property file may be used to 
map to a subset of graphical elements within the UI definition file 1 04. Applicant does not consider this to 
be a mapping in a screen component definition to a data component, rather it is a mapping to a graphical 
screen element definition. 

It is clear from claim 1 that a data component comprises at least one data field definition while a screen 
component comprise at least one screen element definitions. The mapping in Carroll Jr does not show a 
relationship from a screen component and a data component but from a screen component to a screen 
element. The combination of the cited references does not teach the subject matter of claim 1 as 
presented. 
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
